Cu racao 
Returns 
To Calm 


W ILLKM STAI). 
C u r a c a o 
(AP) — A sullen, ten.se calm re­ 
turned to this Caribbean resort 
Siiturday after a day of rioting 
and looting by 5.000 oil refinery 
workers, w ho fought with police 
and Royal Dutch Marines 
The I^therlands Antilles gov­ 
ernment sai d 2 persoas were 
killed. 100 were wounded and 
196 arrested in Friday’s riots 
that left many downtown stores 
in .smouldering rum Other re­ 
ports said four were killed 
The governor. N Debrot, re­ 
quested 300 more Dutch ma­ 
rines from the Netherlands and 
these departed 
immediately 
While the rioting had ended, lie 
was said to feel that the Dutch 
marines and police in this capi- 
tiil were too few to handle an­ 
other emergency. 
About 800 U.S. tourists are on 
the island and those in Willem­ 
stad were mainly confined to 
their hotels to avoid incidents. 
Some Americans said police 
told them to leave the island be­ 
cause

Dutch ’ Curacao’s population is 
80-90 per cent Negio and the 
strikers vented their fury on 
Dutch businesses. 
To keep the lid on. officials 
imposed a 7 p.m to 7 a.m. cur­ 
few. 
Police Deputy Inspector K 
Van Haren said Communist agi­ 
tators from outside the island 
were responsible for the rioting 
and 
declared: 
"One 
never 
dreamed it could happen here 
"W e all got along well togeth­ 
er and there were none of the 
social pressures, no unemploy­ 
ment or any other friction." 
The explosion of violence was 
triggered by a march on central 
Willemstad 
by 
hundreds 
of 
striking petroleum workers who 
walked off their jobs in sympa­ 
thy with wage demands of em­ 
ployes of Wescar. a contractor 
for the Shell Oil Co. 
The workers wanted $270 a 
month, the amount Shell pays 
its refinery employes in Cura­ 
cao. The government said the 
wage disputes had been settled 
and both strikes were over.

Brad ley 
Will 
To France 


LOS A N G FLFS (AP) - Gen­ 
eral of the Army Omar Nelson 
Bradley, one of the nation’s bus­ 
iest 7^year-olds, will fly to 
France this week for three days 
of ceremonies marking the 25th 
anniversary of D-Day. June 6, 
1944. 
Leading a delegation of eight 
U.S. generals invited by the 
French government, he will 
commemorate the misty morn­ 
ing when the largest amphibious 
force in history, directly under 
;his command, hit the beaches of 
Normandy and opened the way 
to victory in World War II. 
He has been leading a happy, 
active life of semi-retirment 
filled with duties and pleasures 
ranging from chairmanship of a 
watch company (Buolva) to 
handicapping 
h o r s e s 
with 
professional skill. 
On the eve of his departure 
Sunday for the battleground he 
helped 
enshrine 
in 
history 
Bradley said in a rare interview 
that he is as proud of today’s 
fighting men as he was of those 
who made up his force of 1.3 
million troops-the largest Amer­ 
ican army ever under one 
man’s command. 
"They are b e a u t i f u l l y 
trained, ” he said, "trained as 
well as any I have ever known. 
Their morale is very high-we 
should be proud of them.” 
Gen. Bradley, the only living 
five-star general, said that de­ 
spite

Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower military 
men should stay out of politics.

Ch ain Link Fence 
Still Aro u n d Park 


B E R K E L E Y , Calif (AP) - 
"People's Park" was still sur­ 
rounded by a chain link fence 
Saturday, an unresolved issue 
despite protest by thousands of 
marchers. 
Its fate now ap­ 
peared to be up to University of 
California regents. 
National Guardsmen camped 
inside the fence, unmoved by 
the 20,000 to 30.000 people, at 
n e w s m e n's estimate who 
marched past on Friday, drop­ 
ping daisies and sod to make 
symbolic "parklets ’ Police es­ 
timated the number of march­ 
ers at 12.000. 
Gov. 
Ronald 
Reagan said 
through a spokesman that he 
was glad the demonstration had 
been peaceful but that he would 
not withdraw the troops until lo­ 
cal police asked him to. 


Reagan ordered 2.000 guards­ 
men to Berkeley to end the vio­ 
lence that broke out when the 
university put up the fence last 
May 
15 and police evicted 
"street people’’ who nad con­ 
verted the vacant, university- 
owned property into a park, 
with sod. flowers and play­ 
ground equipment 


As protesters prepared for the 
march, city councilmen voted 
5-4 to accept a lease from the 
university and reopen the pro­ 
perty as an experimental park 
if asked to do so by the regents 


So after weeks of debate and 
flashes of violence during which 
one person was killed and 130 
injured the issue remains unre­ 
solved 


SAIGON iAPi 
Full-scale 
allied military operations began 
Saturday at the end of rival 
cea.se-fires for Buddha's birth­ 
day. but a U S spokesman said 
contact was light 
A dozen U S ground opera- 
tioas of a battalion or larger 
were under way across South 
Vietnam Scores of South Viet­ 
namese ground sweeps were set 
in motion as the allies strove to 
blunt any enemy plans for a 
summer offensive 
The U.S. operations were con­ 
centrated along danger points 
north of Saigon, southward in 
the Mekong Delta and north­ 
ward to the A Shay Valley area 
southwest of Hue. 
In the only clash reported, the 
U.S. Command said American 
helicopter gunships saw a small 
enemy force about 75 miles 
south of Da Nang and raked it 
with machine-gun fire, killing 
11 
The allied and Communist 
commands traded charges of 
cease-fire v i o l a t i o n s even 
though neither side had agreed 
to respect the other's truce. 
The U.S. Command said the 
enemy initiated 158 incidents 
during the allies’ 24-hour truce 
that ended at 6 a m Saturday 
Of these. 85 were considered 
significant and resulted in 13 
Americans killed and 62 wound­ 
ed. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters reported in a separate com­ 
munique that during the 48-hour 


Viet Cong truce, which over 
lapped the alli<‘d ceast* fire 
there were 71 enemy initiated 
incidents agaiast government 
forces and eiviliaas. .52 of these

Thieu fears the United 
States may suggest a coalition 
with the Viet Cong, and he de­ 
clared in South Korea Friday he 
never would accept such a solu­ 
tion. 
Thieu said Chiang, as the 
leader of NationaUst China, was 
"realistically aware that the so­ 
lution to the Chinese civil war in 
the late 1940s was not the for­ 
mula of a coalition government 
with the Communists or an inte­ 
grated army with them ” 
During the civil war, Mao 
Tse-tung suggested both ideas, 
and the United States supported 
a coalition. 
"The 
Communists,” 
Thieu 
continued, "therefore were un­ 
able to take over the mainland 
by the smooth device of subver­ 
sion from within and had to re­ 
sort to brutal force. 


Co lleg e Head Wo u ld T rad e 
Co lleg e Ed u catio n fo r Natio n al Service 


ST. LOUIS (AP) - The presi­ 
dent of Notre Dame suggested 
Saturday the government as­ 
sure college education to all cit­ 
izens in return for a year of na­ 
tional service. 


The Rev. Theodore M. Hes- 
burgh said a program allowing 
"the widest interpretation of 
service ” was needed as an al­ 
ternative to the draft and to 
give youth "a means to take 
their idealism seriously, an op­ 
portunity to practice generosity 
in good causes, and a legitimate 
and meaningful participation in 
a society they want to im­ 
prove ” 
The Catholic educator, known 


for his hard line stand on camp­ 
us demonstrations, outlined a 
national service pri^ram in 
commencement remarks at St. 
Louis University. 
In return for federal assist­ 
ance to students able and will­ 
ing to do college work. Father 
Hesburgh said: 


"Allow the student to pick the 
time, the place, and the condi­ 
tion of his service to others, 
here or abroad. 


“ Allow it in existing govern­ 
ment programs, such as the 
Peace Corps or VISTA, in sec­ 
ular or religious groups, in the 
inner city or Appalacia, or in 
the university itself. ” 


Father Hesburgh said the op­ 
tion of national service could be 
substituted for the student's 
military obligation. 


"The nation now has unusual 
domestic and international hu­ 
man obligations, many of which 
can only be met by generous 
voluntary service outside the 
military context," the priest 
said. "Young people would Like 
a real option for service, even 
in a nation that spends over $70 
billion for the military and less 
than $2 billion of human devel­ 
opment all over the world ” 


The treadmill of present day 
education, he said, has left 
present day students open "to 


myriad forms of escapism and 
often useless activism. A period 
of national service would ‘teach 
them that there are no instant 
answers to the agonies of our 
times, but that personal com­ 
mitment, competence and real 
service are at the beginning and 
at the heart of all social recon­ 
struction ” 
Father Hesburgh also sug­ 
gested persons over 18 be given 
the vote to improve the quality 
of political leadership and pro­ 
mote responsible political par­ 
ticipation by young people. 
"If they are old enough to 
serve and die for their country, 
they are old enough to partici­ 
pate in choosing its leadership. ”

That was a clamorous deci­ 
sion in Italian justice It held 
unconstitutional a clause of the 
law that a wife could be sent to 
jail for a year for a single case 
of adultery, whereas the hus­ 
band was punished only if he 
lived in continued and open con­ 
cubinage 


When that ruling was handed 


down it wiped 500 cases against 
wives off the court dwkets in 
Milan alone 


In another recent ruling, the 


Supreme Court held that a wom­ 
an employe could not be dis­ 
missed because of marriage

ployes to be unmarried.

WASHINGTON (APt - A Bu­ 
reau of the Budget task force 
has estimated it would cost $2 9 
billion more than the govern­ 
ment is now spending on food 
programs to assure an adequate 
diet for the poor 
This IS far more than F^esi- 
dent Nixon’s recommendation of 
a $270 million boost in the food 
stamp program for the coming 
fiscal year and a $1 billion in- 
(Tease the following year. 
The task force analy.sis said 
spending on food programs, now 
about $15 billion a year, includ­ 
ing $340 million spent on food 
stamps, would have to be al­ 
most tripled by adding another 
$2 9 billion in some form 
The figures, presented as a 
working draft designed as “ a 
point of departure tor discussion 
and improvement." were part 
of a six-month study by an in­ 
terdepartmental Budget Bureau 
group for the Urban Affairs 
Council 
It was pegged to statistics 
shiming that some 20.8 million 
Americans are below the pover­ 
ty line, defined as slightly more 
than $3.000 inctmie a year for an 
urban family of four. 
The working draft was dated 
May 6. the same day Nixon sub­ 
mitted his special hunger mes^ 
sage to Congress. 
The draft contains several 
proposed changes for federal 
f(KKl programs but said: 
‘‘No claim is made that the 
list is either exhaustive, origi­ 
nal, or in any way ccmipetes 
with the President’s program." 
The proposed changes include 
putting food stamp payments on 
the installment plan, establish­ 
ing emergency loan programs 
to help the poor pay for stamps, 
and establishing standards to in­ 
sure “ that all poverty families 
are eligible." 
Further, it suggests introduc­ 
tion of the commodity distribu­ 
tion program ‘‘at least on an in­ 
terim basis, into the 480 coun­ 
ties and cities now without a 
food program" and use of feder­ 
al funds to help states extend 
food programs into new areas. 
Speaking broadly, the task 
force said; “ standardization of 
welfare payments, federal cash 
grants 
or 
child 
allowances 
should be used to increase peo 
pie’s ability to purchase food” 
Looking to the future, the task 
force said: 
“ If progress in reducing the 
number of poor were to take 
place at the same pace in the 
future as it has in the recent 
past, poverty (as presently de­ 
fined) would be eliminated en­ 
tirely by 1983. 
“ But this is probably an over­ 
ly optimistic prediction ”

The liability for the payment of these taxes 
rests with the estate of the decedent. Under 
the State Inheritance Tax and the Federal 
Estate Tax laws those who succeed to the 
ownership of property subject to these taxes 
must satisfy any tax liability involved with 
property. 


Under certain circumstances funeral 
costs 
are deductible from "Death Taxes. " In com­ 
puting the taxable value of an estate trans­ 
ferred by will or intestate laws the cost of 
the funeral and interment expenses are en­ 
tirely deductible. The cost of a cemetery 
monument is deductible. The.cost of a ceme­ 
tery monument is deductible within certain 
limitations. Funeral costs are 
not usually 
deductible from jointly held property.

Mo (AP) - When 
Horace Shapley steps up to re­ 
ceive his Associate of Arts de­ 
gree

be the oldest degree candidate 
in the history of the college. 
Shapley. 83. commutes 20 
miles each week from his farm 
home on Jasper Route 2 to 
night classes on the spacious 
new college campus. He began 
his studies in 1961 at the coF 
lege, then Joplin Juniw College 
in a downtown building. 
“ I was watching TV one 
night. ” he recalled, "after I had 
retired — not retired, just quit 
working—when I heard an an­ 
nouncement about classes at 
the college.

Shapley remembers attending 
Warrensburg Normal school in 
1904 for three semesters, al­ 
though his records were burned 
in a fire at the school, now Cen­ 
tral Missouri State College. As 
a youngster he got through the 
fifth reader, which he says is 
about equal to the eighth grade 
At Missouri Southern College 
he has taken such subjects as 
botany, U.S. history, U.S. and 
state government, mixlern math 
("one of the easy subjects"», 
economics, geography, crimi­ 
nology. family, speech, three 
English classes, and two art 
classes. His average grades are 
Cs, although he has received a 
couple Bs and one D. 
Since 1961 he has accumulat­ 
ed 62 hours of credit, the 
amount needed for an associate 
degree. 
He has attended night classes 


regularly since 1961. except for 
a year or two. But in the last 
five semesters he has missed 
only one cla.ss. "That was a 
final exam in art." he says, 
"when I was just getting over 
a strep throat” 
This year Missouri Southern 
College will award 90 associate 
degrees, which are earned by 
two years of regular study. The 
college IS also awarding its first 
baccalaureate degrees this year 
and there are 192 candidates for 
the four-year degrees. 


Shapley was born Nov. 2, 1885 
in Barton County where he has 
lived most of his life. A re­ 
tired farmer, he now lives alone 
on the half section of land 
which he rents out. He was 
married twice, first at age 26, 
and then at 56 " I don’t know 
if I ’ll make it to age 86 or not." 
he says. His first wife died in 
1917 and the second in 1957. He 
has no children. 
A twin brother, Harlow Shap­ 
ley of Peterborough. N.H.. is a 


noted astronomer and author 
F ot about 30 years he was head 
of the Harvard observatory 
Now retired. Harlow Shapley 
devotes most of his time to lec­ 
turing 


Shapley’s other brother. John, 
who is five years younger, went 
into archeology and the histcM-y 
of art He is a former head of 
the Chicago University art de­ 
partment and now is associat­ 
ed with Howard University in 
Washington, D.C. "One of my 
brothers went up (in astron- 
myi and the other went down 
(in archeology) while I stayed 
on the level.” Shapley jokes. 


His plans? " I don’t know as 
I’ll ever cwne back again," he 
says, "but I would like to take 
anthropology, and maybe gen­ 
eral psychology and juvenile 
delinquency. Ai^ when I get or­ 
ganized I want to write the 
Saga of Man ’ "

I nvents N e w System 


A new type of braille "slate/' designed by Mrs. Ruth 
Barr of St. Louis, is in use at the Missouri School for the 
Blind. The result of three years' triol-ond-error work, it is 
expected to supplement the conventional type in use 
since the 19th century. Braille "slate" consists of two 
metal leaves with punched dots which ore transferred to 
paper by means of a stylus. The new upward writing 


slate with raised dots mokes it possible to write from left 
to right without taking the paper out and turning it over 
for reading. The old process requires a blind person to 
punch these symbols "thinking backw ards" because the 
embossed paper must be removed from the standard 
slate and turned over to read.

Memorial Day's Moods Vary 


By TH E ASSOQATED PRESS 
It was a day of pomp and 
prayer, parades and protests, 
recreation and just plain relax­ 
ing as Americans marked the 
102nd annual observance of Me­ 
morial Day. 
Vice President Spiro T. Ag- 
new, laying a wreath at the 
Tomb of the Unknown Soldier in 
Arlington National Cemetery, 
said Friday the nation should 
respond to the sacrifices of its 
fighting men by expanding “ the 
heritage of democracy to new 
horizons." 
President Nixon, spending the 
three-day weekend with his 
family at Key Biscayne. Fla., 
urged Americans not only to 
honor their fighting men but to 
pray for peace throughout the 
world. 
In addition to the traditional 
parades, there were vigils and 
protests against the Vietnam 
war in communities across the 
ccaintry. A number of antiwar 
groups read the full list of 35.000 
men who have died in Vietnam. 
The consequence was congest­ 
ed traffic and a mounting holi­ 
day death toll. The National 
Safety Council predicted that 
550 to 650 persons would die in 
traffic accidents over the week­ 
end. 
The worst accident Friday 
was in Doswell, Va., 20 miles 
north of Richmond, where six 
died when a car collided with a 
tractor trailer. At Heflin, Ala., 
five persons died in the collision 
of a camper with a trailer 
truck. 
It was the day of the super­ 
snarl at Eureka.Mo.. 15 miles 
southwest of St. Louis, where 
more than 13,000 vehicles were 
backed up 15 miles because con­ 
struction had closed the west­ 
bound lane on Interstate 44— 
U.S. 66. 
Mayor John V. Lindsay, re­ 
viewing a parade in Brodclyn. 
witnessed a scuffle between po­ 
lice and a woman carrying a 
placard reading, “ My son died 
in vain in Vietnam.” She bit one 
patrolman before being taken 
into custody. 
At Swarthmore, Pa , a high 
school youth refused to play 
“ Taps” during a community 


service. David Carroll. 17. a 
Quaker, said it was against his 
conscience but “ I meant no dis­ 
respect to those who died in 
wars.”

So . we ran acro ss the co py the o ther day 
and decided to clear it befo re ‘‘30 * set in 
o n us. The info rmatio n is interesting and 
co uld be used in classro o m ro utine when 
scho o ls o pen next fall 
1. 
In the day s befo re ty pewriters XXX 
(Ro man fo r 30) o n manuscript co py 
indicated the end o f the sto ry . 
2 Thirty pica ems was the maximum 
length line used in early ty pe-setting 
machines. Thus “30 ' was the end o f a line. 
3. “Kighty * meaas farewell in Bengali. 
An Knglish o fficer u.sed the figures at the 
end o f a letter to P'.ast India ('o mpany in 
1785 Ado pting the figures fo r brevity in 
dealing, the co mpany rni.stakenly made 
them “30.“ 
4. The first me.s.sage sent to the central 
press o ffice during the Civil War, to talled 
30 wo rds. The thirty , to gether with the 
wo rds “go o d night, ' were placcKl at the 
bo tto m o f the sheet by the telegrapher. 
5. In a wire service o ffice in Lo s 
Angeles, a We.stern Unio n telegrapher 
retails hearing that -30- sy mbo ls started 
with a W.U. o perato r in Mo rse (’o de day s. 
The o perato r's name was “THURTY“ and 
he signt*d this to his daily file o f sto ries. 
Other telegraphers picked it up and made 
it “thirty " and finally “30." 
6 In the pre-ty pewriter day s all news 
co py was written in lo nghand and to 
indicate clearly the end o f their sto ries, 
writers ado pted a numerical sy mbo l, 
which as legend has it was - 30-. 
7. Ano ther repo rted so urce is that -30- 
stemmed fro m the fact that 30 wo rds were 
just the right fit in a .stick o f ty pe in the 
day s when newspaper bo dy ty pe was also 
set by hand. 
8 . The end mark in the early day s o f 
newspapering was XXX. The mark is 
still used. But when ty pewriters came 
alo ng, repo rters fo und it quicker to hit the 
space key witho ut go ing to uppercase. 
What came o ut was “3. ” and to tie it up 
mo re neatly thev added an “0" and -30-

9. When newspapi*r sto ries were hand­ 
written “X" meant the end o f a sentence 
“ XX" the end o f a paragraph. “XXX" the 
end o f the sto ry 
10. A telegraph o perato r who se number 
was 30 o nce stay ed at his kvy sending news 
o f a disaster lo ng after his assistants had 
fled and until death came to him. 
11. Years ago in the West, dispatches 
were delivered by telegraph messenger to 
the newspaper o ffice The o ffice clo sed at 
3 a.m. and the o perato r wro te 3 o ’clo ck at 
the bo tto m o f the sheet. This was 
abbreviated to “0 ”, then became “30". 
12. When the A.s.so ciated F^ress was 
established each member paper was 
entitled to 30 telegrams a day . Last o f the 
day ’s quo ta was labeled “30 ”. 
13. Karly telegraph o perato rs had a 
co de fo r co nversatio n asides o n the wire, 
such as I meaning “Wait a minute. ” So 
“30 ” meant “end o f item." 
14. The 30 magistrates appo intt*d by the 
Spartans o ver Athens at the end o f the 
Pelo po nnesian war were o verthro wn at 
the end o f o ne y ear. The end o f the ty rants 
was heralded as “30”. 
15. When the New Yo rk Asso ciated 
F^ress began o peratio ns its co ntract called 
fo r a night repo rt o f 3,000 wo rds. When 
that amo unt was reached the figure “ 3000" 
sho wed. This was finally abbreviated to 
“30." 
16. The use o f the term meant the end 
o r “ that’s all" because press wires clo sed 
at the half-ho ur mark, the “30 ” being used 
by o perato rs to designate that 30 minutes 
after the ho ur had been reached. 
17. It go t its start in a daily printing 
o ffice where a certain number o f pages 
was the usual issue. It to o k an average o f

The whims o f fish, particularly herring, have 
drastically affected the eco no my o f two co untries 
and their relatio ns with the United States. They are 
Iceland, which has been spurned by the herring but 
has no t spurned the United States; and Peru, which 
is no t spurned by the herring but has spurned the 
United States. In fact. Peru has seized three 
American vessels fishing in the heavy fish run well 
o utside the internatio nal 12-mile limit. 
While the United States co ntinued an American 
military missio n in Peru until it was kicked o ut this 
week and is still co ntinuing favo rable sugar quo tas 
to Peru, the United States has treated friendly 
Iceland like a po o r relative. 
Iceland, a strategic island in the no rth Atlantic 
essential to the United States as a NATO Base, has 
remained extremely lo y al to the USA and NATO. 
1966 was a big y ear fo r the herring run. Iceland 
pro spered. The next y ear, ho wever, the herring 
mo ved away . Mo st o f the run went to Spitzbergen. 
So me fishermen claim that part o f the herring also 
sneaked aro und Cape Ho rn to Peru. 
At any rate, the eco no my o f Iceland has dro pped 
tragically in the last three y ears. Added to its wo es is 
the Ciy il War in Nigeria, o ne o f its biggest markets 
fo r fish. All in all, expo rts have decreased 45 per 
cent in 24 mo nths, the largest dro p suffered by any 
co untry in the wo rld. 
Despite this and despite stro ng ties with the 
United States, Washingto n has do ne no thing to 
bo lster Iceland’s eco no my . And a penny -pinching 
Co ngress is almo st certain to scale do wn the fo reign 
aid budget even further.

But Faith Is in Upsurge

Law, m edicine, and the m inistry are the three classic 
pro fessio ns that have endured fo r centuries. We are no w 
w atching the co llapse o f the clergy , the break-up o f a 
histo ric pro fessio n. This m ay so und unbelievably sho cking 
to so m e readers but then they m ay be to tally disco nnected 
fro m the upheaval that has jarred, shaken and scattered 
the church. 
As I have w ritten in “The Last Y ears o f the C hurch.” 
these co nditio ns did no t happen o vernight. Sem inary en­ 
ro llm ent did no t start to dro p y esterday but a decade ago . 
And the disenchantm ent o f sem inarians and y o ung clergy ­ 
men with the ecclesiastical arran g em en ts w as no t dim in­ 
ishing but gro wing in leaps and bo unds. 
Yo ung m en and wo m en have sim ply run o ut o f patience. 
The velo city and intensity o f so cial issues is part o f their 
daily ro utine. When the Church igno res the arts, co m bats 
the advances o f science and endo rses the w eary ro utine 
o f no npo verty pro jects, y o u hardly have a sm ashing case 
fo r institutio nal gro wth. 
F o rtunately , o r unfo rtunately , the y o ung generatio n that 
m ight be the m o st likely candidates fo r the m inistry have 
large do ubts abo ut the autho rity , discipline and piety o f 
the Church. To o m any o f these y o ungsters have read the 
Bible and co m pared the perfo rm ance o f the C hurch to the 
scripture text: They are no t im pressed with the im ple­ 
m entatio n o f the Go spel. No r are they willing to subm it to 
the iro n autho rity o f elderly bisho ps o r cardinals o r co n­ 
ferences o r po pes who seem to disdain the questio n o f 
y o uth and despise their m usic, w ardro bes and dating 
habits. 
Tho se who are presently enro lled in the sem inaries and 
divinity scho o ls co ntinue to pursue the C hristian o utreach 
o n the “ fro ntier.” R ath er than seek an appo intm ent to a 
traditio nal parish experience, these candidates fo r the 
m inistry are lo o king into m ass co m m unicatio ns, th eater, 
po verty pro gram s and o ther highly flexible assignm ents. 
The pro blem , o f co urse, is to find the reso urces to pay the 
co sts o f such new o utpo sts o f the F aith. C urrently , m uch 
o f this is paid fo r by the lo cal parish thro ugh natio nal 
bo ards and agencies. 
M any o rdained clergy m en are quietly lo o king fo r secular 
em plo y m ent, reaching fo r freedo m and independence be­ 
y o nd the co nfines and restrictio ns o f their deno m inatio ns. 
As this mo o d expands, it will no t be unco m m o n to disco ver 
clergy m en active in business, go vernm ent and educatio n 
po sitio ns—and also eager to teach a Bible class, visit the 
ho spitals and be available fo r supply preaching. Is this 
really so new o r sho cking? T hirty y ears ago H itler’s vic­ 
tim , D ietrich Bo nho effer, put it o n the line when he w ro te; 
“ The church is her true self when she exists fo r hum an­ 
ity . As a fresh sta rt she sho uld give aw ay all her endo w­ 
m ents to the po o r and needy . The clergy sho uld live so lely 
o n the free will o fferings o f their co ngregatio ns o r po ssibly 
engage in so m e secular calling. She m ust take part in the 
so cial life o f the wo rld, no t lo rding it o ver m en, but help­ 
ing and serving them . She m ust tell m en w hatever their 
calling w hat it m eans to live in C hrist, to exist fo r o th ers.” 
So the C hurch m ay be skidding and the clergy in an 
advanced state o f co llapse. B ut the C hristian faith is surg­ 
ing fo rw ard like a m ighty river, seeking new channels and 
fo rm ing new reservo irs o f spiritual refreshm ent fo r a 
hungry , thirsting wo rld.

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A social worker friend of mine decided to change a certain 
archaic custom in my city, its custom of packing arrested 
children in with adults who were also awaiting trial for de 
linquerit activities.

10-year-old girl can’t get enough praise She’s an »‘xcellent 
student who gets straight As or Hs on her r»q)ort cards. Hut 
it’s never enough to tell her she’s done well ('an you explain 
this? She has to be told over and over that we are proud of 
her . . ." 


Sure, I can explain this pralse-cravlng. She has received no 
appreciation. And If you don’t understand the difference be­ 
tween praise and appreciation, she does. .\nd I do. too. 


Praise is acknowledgement that somebody else’s effort has 
gratified us. It’s what spectator sports in bl»*achers give to 
the sweating athletes whose work in the arenas l>elow them 
gives them some kind of thrill. It is howls, applause, cheap 
talk. But appreciation? That’s different It’s knowledge of the 
cost of the other person’s accomplishment Appreciation can 
keep its mouth shut, its hand quiet and still communicate its 
knowledge. 
Thus, you’d be wi.se to begin to appreciate the cost of these 
good school marks to this child. Becau.se workers, including 
your child, could not care less about the "m edals" of your 
praise. It’s so much sawdust and feeds us not at all.

fields over which they moved in 
fighting their way from the 
beaches They return to remenv 
her—Americans.

they stand and look out across 
the channel and they marvel at 
the victory that was launched in 
one searing day of battle along 
the beaches known as Utah. 
Omaha Gold. .Juno and Sword. 
Most of those who return are 
confused at first The beaches 
have been swept clear of the 
wrecked boats, the barriers, 
and most of the once-familiar 
landmarks 
The sunken ships 
thiit jutted from the waters at 
low 
tide have disappeared— 
broken up by the relentless tides 
or cut up by salvage crews 
Only the remnants of the artifi­ 
cial harbors remain to mark the 
Herculean effort to supply the 
fighting men across the beach­ 
es 
The land has healed its war 
wofcering the scars with 
greenery. Herds of big. fat cat­ 
tle with milk-swollen udders 
graze in lush grass behind the 
thick hedgerows. Towns and cit­ 
ies shattered by bombs and 
shell—St. Lo, Isigny, Carentan. 
Caen—have been rebuilt 
The 
huge Norman horses so numer­ 
ous a quarter of a century ago 
have almost disappeared—re 
placed by tractors. The prosper­ 
ity of Normandy is evident in 
the torrents of small cars that 
pur down the highways and clog 
the streets of even the small vil­ 
lages.

Normandy has changed great­ 
ly since that .June day in 1944 
.And yet it will never move far 
from the ones of the past 
There are too many monuments 
and invasion museums, and tw) 
many stones that have become 
legends interwoven with the 
lives of the families who cling 
to this land 
Take Ste .Mane Kghse. the, 
first town in Normandy to be. 
liberated by American troops., 
A stranger enters the small 
b(M)kshop of .Monsieur ,A Du­ 
pont The shop faces the town 
.sijiiare which is dominated by 
the massive church on which 
construction was first started 
in the 13th century 
The stranger questions me 
proprietor about the events of 
tluit historic day Dupont calls 
his wife from the rear of the 
shop Somehow the word gets 
around town that an American 
IS asking questions about the in­ 
vasion S(K)n the shop is filled 
with people, all offering their 
versions of what happened, all 
trying to talk at the same time 
But from the excited talk 
emerges the outline of the liber 
ation of Ste Mane Kglise 
Near midnight on .June 5. a 
fire swept through a villa at one 
corner of the town square and 
threatened to spread to a near­ 
by loft filled with wood and 
straw Volunteer firemen leaped 
from their beds, dressed hur­ 
riedly. and raced to fight the 
blaze Led by the late Mayor Al­ 
exandre Reiiaud. they formed a 
bucket brigade from the cattle- 
market pump, working under 
the watchful eyes of German 
guards 
And then as the glow of the 
fire cast dancing shadows on 
the old church, waves of trans­ 
port planes thundered low over 
the town. Paratroopers spilled 
from the bellies of the aircraft, 
their chutes clearly visible in 
the moonlit night. They were 
part of the .American 82nd and 
lOlst Airborne Divisions' 13.000- 
man force. Their mission was to 
disrupt German defenses, set up 
roadblocks, knock out artillery, 
and seal off the western ap­ 
proaches to the beaches where 
the main forces would strike at 
6:30a.m. 
The Germans opened fire with 
automatic weapons and rifles, 
shooting at the figures dropping 
from the sky. A paratrooper fell 
into the blazing villa and per­ 
ished instantly in a shower of 
sparks. The parachute of Pvt. 
John Steele caught on the 
church steeple and he found 
himself 
dangling 
helplessly, 
looking down on the weird scene 
in the square where Germans 
were shooting into the sky and 
Frenchmen were racing for cov­ 
er. Steele played dead and lived 
to become a hero to the people 
of Ste. Marie Eglise. 
To the east, more than 4.000 
paratroopers of the British 6th 
Airborne Division were drop­ 
ping in the night near Caen to 
seize some key bridges, knock 
out others, command road inter­ 
sections. and destroy a battery 
of guns which commanded the 
British beaches. 
Even as the paratroopers 
were jumping, the massive fleet 
of American and British war­ 
ships and strange-looking land­ 
ing craft was moving across the 
channel, undetected by the Ger­ 
mans. 
The invasion was 24 hours be­ 
hind schedule. It had been set 
for Monday, June 5. but a storm 
had swept down on the channel 
on Sunday and forced Gen. 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, supreme 
commander of the Allied war 
machine, to issue a postpone­ 
ment order. Then his meteorolo­ 
gists had detected a coming 
break in the weather. And early 
Monday morning a message 


went to fleet and .Army com­ 
manders: "D-Day stands as is. 
Tuesday, .lune 6th ' Now the 
die had been cast 
As the fleet began to move. 
Pfc. Leo Heroux of Central 
Falls. R.I . 348th Amphibious 
lOngineers. 5th Special Brigade. 
stiKKl on the deck of a small 
ship and marveled at what he 
saw 
“ It was beautiful. " he remem­ 
bers. 
all those ships moving 
into the channel 
If they had 
bcH‘n placed end to end. we 
could have walked across them 
to France " 
The small vessels tossed vi­ 
olent Iv in the rough channel wa­ 
ters and men were deathly sea­ 
sick But. curiously, the storm 
was a blessing as well as a 
curse On Sunday and Monday, 
the German patrol craft did not 
venture onto the stormy channel 
and aircraft did not make their 
usual reconnaissance because of 
the heavy cloud cover. 
.As a correspondent for The 
A.ssix iated Press. I had been as­ 
signed lo the 1st Infantry Divi­ 
sion which—with two attached 
regiments of the 29th Infantry 
and two battalions of Rangers 
—was to spearhead the invasion 
ot Omaha Beach On our right 
would be the 4th Infantry Divi­ 
sion landing on Utah Beach. On 
our left, the British beaches. 
Gold. .Juno and Sword, were to 
be taken by the British 50th Di­ 
vision. the Canadian 3rd Divi­ 
sion. and the British 3rd Divi­ 
sion. 
I sailed on the USS Samuel 
Chase, the headquarters ship 
for the First Division's 16th 
Regiment. It was part of the 
spearheading 
“ Force 
0 " 
of 
34.000 men who would land on 
Omaha Beach. In all, more than 
55.000 men were scheduled to 
assault the .American beaches 
on D-Day. 
Unknown to the American as- 


from the Samuel Chase, down 
rope nets into the bobbing small 
craft and headed for shore The 
big guas of the battlewagoas 
were hurling salvos of shells to­ 
ward the land and the concus­ 
sion slammed agaiast us Am­ 
phibious tanks, put into the wa­ 
ter 6.000 yards from shore, wal­ 
lowed through the rough seas 
and sank. Sometimes the crew­ 
men escaped through the hatch­ 
es But often the sea swallowed 
tank and crew in one gulp 
The coxswain of our boiit 
drove the craft on the rising tide 
through a gap blown in the 
beach obstacles, and we were in 
the hell of the battle. As far as I 
could see through the drifting 
smoke of guns and explosions, 
men lay in the shale of the wa­ 
ter's edge, pinned down by 
machinegun and rifle fire and 
the slamming bursts of 88mm 
shells that came from the bluff 
hardly more than 100 yards 
awav. 
Ironically, they called this 
section of the beach Easy Red. 
But the troops on other parts of 
Omaha Beach were enduring 
the same agony. And for seven 
terrible hours the battle hung in 
the balance. 
But at seven hours after H- 
Hour. the battle of the beaches 
had been won. On the right 
flank the 4th Infantry was pour­ 
ing ashore against relatively 
light opposition. On the left 
flank the British and Canadians 
were 
anchoring 
themselves 
firmly before Caen. 
In the little coastal village of 
ViervilleSur-Mer. on the west­ 
ern end of Omaha Beach, 31- 
year-old Michel Hardelay was 
awakened before dawn by the 
jarring crunch of bombs and the 
roar of many planes in the sky. 
There had been planes and 
bombs before—but never this 
many. 
“ It must be the invasion.' ” 


the artificial fog drifting across 
the water. Dozens of ships! 
Hundreds of ships! Never had 
anyone before seen anything to 
equal this sight. 
Hardelay ran from the house 
shouting to his neighbors: “ It's 
the invasion! It's the invasion! ' 
Hardelay. who would live to 
become the mayor of his vil­ 
lage. felt an exuiation he cixild 
not describe He hated the Ger­ 
mans. He had served as a sec- 
ond lieutenant in the engineer­ 
ing corps of the French army 
until the fall of France in 1940. 
He had refused to work for the 
German invaders. He had re­ 
turned to the family home in 
Vierville to wait for the day 
when the enemy would be driv­ 
en from French soil. He knew 
that day would come. 
On the beach below Colleville. 
Pfc. Leo Heroux of the 348th 
Amphibious Engineers could re­ 
lax for a time in the late even­ 
ing. The battle had passed over 
the beach, and he was bushed 
from hours of helping unload 
ammunition and supplies being 
rushed ashore 
His captain said: “ Heroux. 
we're going to move our base 
from the beach into that pasture 
up there. Find out who owns 
those cows and have him move 
them somewhere else. " 
Heroux could speak French 
fairly fluently because both his 
parents 
had 
French 
back­ 
grounds and they often spoke 
the language in their home in 
Central Falls. He soon discov­ 
ered in questioning the natives 
that the cows belonged to farm­ 
er Ferdinand Brouckx. Heroux 
found Brouckx. explained the 
situation to him. and he quickly 
agreed to transfer his cows to 
another field. 
“ Sir." Heroux said, “ would it 
be all right if I came to your 
house for a glass of fresh milk? 
I haven't had a glass of milk

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My “Blind” Son Can

Dr. William Feinbloom, inventor of “miraculous” lens, fits Billy. 


O 


URS is A deeply religious 
family. Ever since we 
first realized that our only 
child Billy had been born al­ 
most totally blind, my hus­ 
band and I expressed our 
hearts’ desire in silent eve­ 
ning prayers. 
Later, in family prayers, we never 
audibly asked for his sight—we 
wanted our boy to know we loved 
him just the way he was. As he grew 
up, though, I would often see Billy 
kneeling beside his bed praying for 
better vision. 
Now our faith has been rewarded. 
Last August we witnessed a miracle 
being performed. Today our son can 
read even this magazine page and 
walk unaided. In a sighted world, 
Billy is as excited and amazed as an 
astronaut landing on the moon. As 
my overjoyed husband, Big Bill, 
says, “We’re on Cloud Nine.” When 
I recall how it all happened, it still 
seems like a dream. 
Billy was born with a congenital 
defect doctors call microophthalmia. 
This means his eyeball is much small­ 
er than normal, his cornea, lens, and 


retina underdeveloped. His vision 
was virtually zero. 
Billy had to learn by Braille at the 
Utah School for the Deaf and Blind 
here in Ogden, Utah. Classed as “le­ 
gally blind,” he is among more than 
one million Americans with vision of 
less than 10 percent. 
Over the years, we took our boy to 
many eye specialists and low-vision 
clinics. Again and again we were 
told that he did not have any measur­ 
able vision to work with, his case 
was “hopeless,” and that his sight 
could not be improved by surgery or 
otherwise. Billy accepted his problem 
with great courage, adjusted to his 
limitations, and never complained. 
Last summar, we decided to try 
again. I had read about new types of 
special lenses developed by Dr. Wil­ 
liam Feinbloom, a noted optometrist 
and optical researcher in New York. 
I understood he specializes in “see- 
ing-aids” for the hard-of-seeing. 
We wrote Dr. Feinbloom and, after 
a phone discussion of Billy's case, ar­ 
ranged an appointment. During our 
vacation, we took Billy, who is now 
16, to New York. Before we left, the 
three of us prayed together, aloud, 
for the impossible. 


We found Dr. Feinbloom, the in­ 
ventor of those “magic” lenses, to be 
a tall, gray-haired, kindly man. Billy 
walked into his modest office and sat 
down under an intensely bright light. 
Day after day, for an entire week, 
Dr. Feinbloom exhaustively examined 
and tested him. 
At first he doubted that Billy had 
any vision beyond light perception 
or shadow vision. Actually, he had 
less than 1 percent visual acuity, but 
Dr. Feinbloom felt this could be in­ 
creased somewhat. 
“If there’s some vision left—even 
as little as 1 percent,” he told us, 
“we can help.” 
To test Billy, the doctor first had 
to teach him to recognize some num­ 
bers since he knew them only by 
touch, through Braille. For reading, 
Dr. Feinbloom had to design new 
triplet air-spaced microscopic specta­ 
cles magnified 28 times! They’re the 
strongest he has ever made during 
the 40 years that he has helped some 
20,000 patients. I understand that 
no one Dr. Feinbloom has ever aided 
was as seriously affected as Billy by 
microophthalmia. 
Day after day, Dr. Feinbloom 
measured and figured and kept modi­ 
fying the design in his laboratory. 
When the crucial time came for Billy 
to try out his glasses for the first 
time, my husband and I waited 
breathlessly. Billy sat down under 
a bright light. I trembled as I held 
the eye chart for him to read. (Please, 
I whispered to myself, please God, 
let him see this number . . and the 
next . . . and the next.) 
I watched my son straining to see 
and call out the numbers as they be­ 
came smaller and smaller. Then Dr. 
Feinbloom exclaimed: “I never would 
have believed it!” Billy could read 
numbers even the size of the usual 
newspaper type. 
He started with two pairs of those 
miraculous glasses made up by Dr. 
Feinbloom himself: one telescopic 
pair for long distance, the other mi­ 
croscopic for close up. The triple 
lenses have air spaces between them 
to remove the blur from images and 
to sharpen sight Later, a third set 
of glasses was designed to enable him 
to write. 
As long as I live, I’U never forget 
Billy’s reaction to his first experi­ 
ences of real sight. With his new 


glasses on, he whispered in awe: 
“Oh, man!” Then he looked at me, 
quiet for a moment, and blurted out: 
“Mom, for the first time I see how 
beautiful you are.” I had a hard time 
holding back the tears. 
Leaving the office, looking all 
around him through his glasses, he 
kept laughing, and we laughed with 
him. Chattering away on the street, 
he commented: “People look funny, 
like giants . . . I can see that green 
tree way over there. Unbelievable! 
. . . Look, a fire hydrant! . . . There’s 
a fat lady carrying a red purse . . . 
Mother, your hair is so puffed up 
. . . Everything is so big. Are those 
really my big feet?” 
At lunch, sating his apple pie, 
Billy grinned. “I can even clean up 
the crumbs.” At the motel where we 
stayed, he stared at himself in the 
mirror: “I look rather funny, too.” 
That first night, he went to bed with 
his glasses on, still looking wonder- 
ingly about the room, begging us not 
to turn off the light. 
Through my son’s new “eyes,” I 
was forcibly struck by what a sighted 
world means to one who has always 
been sightless. At home, when I put 
Billy’s usual breakfast of bacon and 
eggs before him, he stared at the 
plate and finally said: “Mother, I 
never did like eggs much, and now 
that I can see one I just can’t eat it.” 
To his father, he said: “Dad, you 
chew too fast—I hope you don’t mind 
my trying to improve you.” How 
could we possibly mind? It was such 
a joy to know he sees these things. 
At school, the other blind and 
near-blind students greeted Billy ex­ 
citedly. Many wanted to try on his 
glasses. “What's it like to see?” they 
kept Asking. “Sure wish I had some­ 
thing like that,” said one friend. 
“You’re a lucky stiff,” said another. 
Tha totally Mind just felt the 
glasses and told Bill how happy they 
were for him. To others, there was 
now a glimmer of hope. That first 
week, the glasses were borrowed by 
so many youngsters that we had to 
clean them often to remove all the 
fingerprints. 
We knew we had dear friends, but 
at church the first Sunday after our 
return we discovered how deeply they 
cared about our boy. I was embraced 
by many in our Mormon congrega­ 
tion as they said, “Billy is such a

■ The lovely month of Jane is a fitting time for paying tribute to dairy prod- 
ducts. Fresh milk, cream, butterm ilk, sour cream, butter, cottage cheese, 
other cheeses, and ice cream are always available. Consume any of these 
foods as is, or use them in combination with other ingredients for meals 
and snacks. Here are recipes for favorite dairy desserts. 


Coffee Peach Ice Cream Loaf 
Chocolate Brown Sugar Cake 


2 slices coffee ice cream 
(</j half-Rsllon each) 
1 slice vanilla ice cream 
(*/} half-gallon) 
1 Vi cups vanilla wafer crumbs 
(about 30 cookies) 
Vi cup tiMisted slivered almonds 
Peach Sauce (see recipe) 
1. Place slices of ice cream (be sure 
they are the same size) on a tray 
and set in the freezer. 
2. Meanwhile, mix cookie crumbs 
with almonds; set aside. 
3. When ready to assemble loaf, see 
photo. Spread and press % cup 
crumbs onto one slice each of coffee 
and vanilla ice cream. Alternate lay­ 
ers ending with second coffee layer. 
Top with remaining crumbs. Wrap in 
aluminum foil and return to freezer 
until ready to serve. 
4. Unwrap loaf and place on a chilled 
plate. Spoon some of the Peach 
Sauce over ice cream and serve with 
remaining sauce.

Mix in peaches, 
almonds, and extract.

1 teaspoon baking soda 
'/] teaspoon salt 
Vz cup butter 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
I Vx cops lightly packed dark 
brown sugar 
3 eggs 
3 sq. (3 oz.) unsweetened 
chocolate, melted and cooled 
1 cup buttermilk 
Buttermilk Fudge Frosting 
1. Grease bottoms of two 9-in. round 
layer cake pans; line with waxed 
paper cut to fit bottom of pan; 
grease paper. Set aside. 
2. Sift the cake flour, baking soda, 
and salt together; set aside. 
3. Cream the butter and extract. 
Gradually add the sugar, creaming 
thoroughly. Add eggs, one at a time, 
beating until light and fluffy after 
each addition. Mix in the chocolate. 
4. Alternately add dry ingredients 
in thirds and buttermilk in halves 
to creamed mixture, beating only 
until blended after each addition.

Buttermilk Fudge Frosting 


% cup butter 
1 cup buttermilk 
2 cups sugar 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
2 tablespoons butter 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1. Put the first four ingredients into 
a heavy 3-qt. saucepan. Stir over 
low heat until sugar is completely 
dissolved. 
2. Increase heat and bring mixture 
to boiling. Put candy thermometer 
in place. Cook, stirring constantly, 
until thermometer registers 232®F. 
3. Remove from heat and put the 2 
tablespoons butter on top of frost­ 
ing. Set aside to cool to 110®F. Do 
not disturb during cooling. 


4. When cool, stir in extract and 
beat until creamy and of spreading 
consistency. If frosting becomes too 
thick to spread smoothly, mix in a 
few drops of hot water.

1 cup cottage cheese 
1 tablespoon sugar 
*4 teaspoon ground cinnamon 
1 teaspoon grated lemon peel

1. In a small bowl, whip cottage 
cheese. Mix in a blend of sugar and 
cinnamon, then lemon peel and 
juice. 
2. Set on a serving tray with cuts of 
assorted cheeses and fruits, such as 
melon, red plums, pears, and grapes.

Chocolate Custard 


1 cup (6-oz. pkg.) semisweet 
chocolate pieces 
3 tablespoons cream 
3 cups milk 
3 eggs 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
'4 cup sugar 
'4 teaspoon salt 
1. Melt -•{ cup of the chocolate with 
the cream in top of a double boiler 
over hot (not boiling) water. Stir 
until smooth; spoon about 1 table­ 
spoon into each of 8 custard cups or 
10 soufflé dishes. Spread evenly. Put 
cups into a shallow pan; set aside. 
2. Scald milk. Melt remaining Va cup 
chocolate and, adding gradually, 
stir in scalded milk until blended. 
3. Beat eggs, extract, sugar, and 
salt together. Gradually add milk 
mixture, stirring constantly. Pour 
into chocolate-lined cups. 
4. Set pan with filled cups on oven 
rack and pour boiling water into 
pan to a depth of 1 in. 
5. Bake at 325® F. about 25 min. or 
until a knife inserted halfway be­ 
tween center and edge of custard 
comes out clean.

cottage cheese, sieved 
2 cups chilled heavy cream,

HE GOT married on Fri­ 
day the 13th (last De­ 
cember), broke her ankle 
in three places two days 
later (skiing), and was told 
her tv show (“Daktari”) 
had been cancelled after 
four years.

Castles and cottages, sport and theater—this St. Lawrence 


1000 Island Bridge affords panoramic view. 
B 


o l d t c a s t l e on Heart Island 
is a $2-million monument 
to love. It is located among the 
Thousand Islands on the St. Law­ 
rence River between New York 
State and Ontario. 
George Boldt, a poor boy, came to the 
U.S. at the turn of the century. He became 
owner of New York’s Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel. Then he married, and for his bride 
he bought an island, reshaped it into a 
heart, and started building a castle. Mrs. 
Boldt died ; work on the castle ceaaed, and 
the grieving husband fled the island and 
never returned. 
The incompleted castle, on which $2 mil­ 
lion had been spent, is the Thousand 
Islands’ No. 1 tourist attraction. To its 
empty, marble halls each year come thou­ 
sands of visitors at 60 cents a head. 
The Thousand Islands, shared by the 
U.S. and Canada, actually number 1,780. 
An old-timer was heard to say, *T reckon 
that whoever named them got tired count­ 
ing.” Called Manitoanna by the Indians 
(meaning Garden Place of the Great Spir­ 
it), they stretch 50 miles from Cape Vin­ 
cent, N.Y., in the west, to Brockville, On­ 
tario, in the east. 
"Just Room Enough," owned by a min­ 
ister, is one of the smallest islands. It has 
a cottage, a tree by the door, and a place 
to tie up a rowboat. The reverend can fish 
from his kitchen window. 
Wellesley, one of the largest, supports a 
state park with swimming and camping 
facilities, a luxury hotel with an 18-hole 
golf course, bridle paths, a boathouse, 
. .and a landing field. Most of the islands are 


privately owned, but for the man who 
wants to get away from it all and has the 
price, there are still islands for sale. 
To get to Canada, the visitor crosses 
the Thousand Islands International Bridge 
between Collins Landing, N.Y., and Ivy 
Lea, Ontario. More than a million automo­ 
biles, mostly with tourists, roll over this 
8^/^-mile-long skyway every year. From this 
scenic span, they can enjoy a breathtaking 
view of at least 200 of the islands. Fare— 
$1 one way; $1.60—roundtrip. 
The Thousand Islands are a versatile 
tourist playground, with the deep-blue St. 
LaMrrence a lively arena buzzing with 
activity. There are fishing and boating, 
sailing and water skiing, boat tours at $3 
for adults and $1.50 for children, moon­ 
light cruises, and picnicking along the 
river’s public beaches, and community 
pools. Golf courses abound. 
Thur« also are exciting boat and canoe 
races, 
fishing tournaments, 
swimming 
meets, and water-ski competitions. And 
when the city fathers run out of ideas, 
they invent new ones—such as raft racing. 
Anyone who can put together a contrap­ 
tion that floats and costs no more than $5 
is eligible to enter. 
In- New York State and Ontario, the 
fishing season for pike and pickerel opens 
in May, and for black bass pnd muskellunge, 
in June. Nonresident license fees in the 
state are $4.25 for six days and $5.50 for 
the year; in Ontario, $4 for three days 
and $8.50 for the year. Fishing boats rent 
for about $5.50 per day with weekly rates 
starting at $17.50. Daily rates for guides 
are about $35. 
Communiti«s in the Thousand Islands 
try to outdo one another in staging special 
events and other forms of entertainment 
to please the tourists. Some are: Interna­ 
tional Highland Games between Alexan­ 
dria Bay and CHajrton, Aug. 3; Antique 
Boat Show, Aug. 17 at Clayton, displaying 
everything from 
birchbark canoes to 
steam vessels; Centennial at Watertown; 
Pirates Weekend, Sept. 8-10, when a crew 
of cutlass-swinging buccaneers from King-

a new world to him—a world of vision 


faithful boy, he surely is deserving 
of this/' 
One of our friends choked up: 
“Your Dr. Feinbloom must be won­ 
derful, but I know God helped/' Even 
people I met in the grocery store 
next day squeezed my hand and said: 
“Is it really true? Could anything so 
marvelous happen to Bill!" 
And our son couldn't stop marvel­ 
ing. At a football game with his fa­ 
ther one Saturday, he stood up to 
sing the Star-Spangled Banner. With 
gusto he sang, “0, say can you 
see . . ." and his smile spread from 
ear to ear. 
Today, wearing his glasses, Billy 
has at least 70 percent of normal 
vision for closeness, and 12 to 15 per­ 
cent for distance. That may seem 
very little to most people, but to Billy 
it's tremendous. 
“In two or three years,” Dr. Fein­ 
bloom assured us, “he will have 30 
percent normal distance vision. For 
near-vision, he will be able to read 
as well and as long as you or I." 
Billy used to watch sports on tele­ 


vision with hie nose to the screen; 
now he can sit back a short distance 
and really enjoy it. An avid sports 
fan, he is captain of his school's 
wrestling team, goes to practice al­ 
most every evening, and engages in 
wrestling matches with teams of 
other schools. 
After completing his mobility 
training (with a cane), Billy is now 
able to catch any bus in our city or 
walk to any area. At times, for safe­ 


ty, he may still need his cane in 
heavy traffic. The glasses give him 
the extra vision to move about with 
a longer, steadier stride. His eyes do 
seem to be growing stronger. 
Like any normal teen-ager, Billy is 
dating and goes to school dances and 
parties. “Girls are great," he says. 
“The glasses have not changed my 
feelings about them in the least. All 
I need is more time for dating." 
He puts in a long day. At 5:30 in 
the morning he is up and at his 
studies. By 7:20, driven in a car pool 
with other students, he is at our 
church seminary for religious in­ 
struction. By 8 he’s at school . 
We con hardly believe it, but this 
September Billy will leave the School 
for the Blind and enter Ogden High 
School as a junior! Billy feels con­ 
fident he'll be able to walk the seven 
blocks from our home to the high 
school without a cane. This summer 
he'll be trying it out. 
Among the adjustment problems 
Billy faces is spelling. Accustomed 
to Braille with its many contractions 


of words, “sighted" spelling has been 
tough for him. But I’m sure that 
reading print will help him improve 
his spelling a great deal. In math, his 
print-reading teacher is showing him 
how to do problems on the black­ 
board. As for reading, at present he 
sees five or six letters at a time; with 
more experience, reading will become 
much easier. “To me," Billy says, 
“print is very much like learning a 
foreign language." 


This fall, at his new school, Billy 
will be taking English, social law. 
U.S. history, creative writing, phys­ 
iology, debating, and health. He plans 
to go on to the University of Utah 
in Salt Lake City, where he'll major 
in political science and minor in ra­ 
dio broadcasting. Why broadcasting? 
Billy has spent many happy hours in 
the press box with sports announcers. 
His thru» pairs of wonderful 
glasses are treasured like gems. He 
never cleans them with water and is 
even concerned about wearing them 
when it raine. He's also worried 
about scratches, although he uses 
those glasses for all his activities 
but wrestling. 
When I look at my son these days, 
I feel we've been specially blessed. 
After all, we are average Americans. 
My husband is a telephone repair­ 
man, and I am a working mother, 
holding down my job at the Internal 
Revenue Service. Yet I found we 
needn't be the only fortunate family. 
Last Christmas, a heartwarming 
thing happened. 


When the people I work with at 
IRS heard of Billy’s “miracle," they 
decided to make it also possible for 
one of his friends, Rick Mansfield, a 
15-year-old with limited vision. 
Special boxes in our cafeterias 
were marked “Project Ricky.” Em­ 
ployees dropped quarters or more 
into them “to help Ricky see the 
beauties of life we all take so easily 
for granted." 
Enough funds were collected to get 


Rick a pair of microscopic glasses 
through a local optometrist cooperat­ 
ing with their inventor, Dr. Fein­ 
bloom. Rick had his “seeing-aids" 
just before Christmas, in time to 
read the tiny print on his new record 
albums and to read the dial on his 
new radio. 
How many near-blind people like 
Rick and Billy can hope to benefit 
from those ingenious seeing aids? 
When Dr. Feinbloom came to Ogden 
recently to conduct a clinic and to 
lecture before other optometrists, I 
asked him about it. 
“Of the million Americans who are 
legally blind,” he said, “about 100,000 
to 200,000 are children suffering 
from congenital abnormalities or 
partial blindness due to accident or 
disease. I believe a substantial num­ 
ber of those now in schools for the 
blind can attain improved vision 
through our corrective lenses. 
"Tha type of improvement achieved 
with Billy is possible in most of these 
cases. The degree of improvement 
depends mostly on the percentage of 
vision remaining and, of course, the 
precise nature of the eye condition. 
We can not help those persons who 
are totally blind, who have only shad­ 
ow vision or only the ability to tell 
light from dark.” 
Dr. Feinbloom told me he has de­ 
veloped more than 50 different types 
of optical systems. These may be ap­ 
plied to persons of all ages who have 
lost their vision as a result of eye dis­ 
eases, nonoperable cataracts, or other 
congenital conditions. 
“Of these cases," he pointed out, 
“three out of four can be rehabil­ 
itated to an extent sufficient to en­ 
able them to live more useful liverf." 
for our son, living a more useful 
life means he has emerged from a 
twilight zone into a world he barely 
knew before. Yesterday, for instance, 
he and his classmates spent the af­ 
ternoon touring our state capitol, as 
they’ve done before. When he came 
home, Billy said, “At the Gold Room, 
I could see how it got its name—I 
could see the gold!" 
Last night, standing outside Billy’s 
room, I listened to him read aloud 
from “Stories from Mexico." I asked 
myself, Could this possibly be our 
Billy? God—and Dr. Feinbloom— 
must have listened to our many si­ 
lent prayers. ♦ 


Typing comes easier to Billy now 
that he can see what he is doing. 
It’s great also to see the billiard 
balls. He plays often with his dad. 
“Seeing is believing,’’ Billy tells 
Mom. “I’m out of the twilight zone.’’
